> George Oliver Auldridge, my father, was bom August 11, 1869 and died 
March 31, 1968 at 98 years and 7 months of age. He was married to Martha 
KH a Rodgers October 7, 1896. They were married at the "lower” Methodist 
Church at Buckeye by The Reverend George Echols. The little church is 
still in use. A cemetery is in the churchyard. They lived for a time at 
the Waugh place close Hillsboro. It was here their oldest child, Leonard 
Clifton was born. Oliver then purchased a tract of land close and built 
a heme where the other 3 children were bom. 

Oliver and Eliza worked hard on their farm for a livlihood. They were 
not rich in material things but they left to their children a rich spirit¬ 
ual heritage that was worth much more. They were charter members of the 
Seebcrt Methodist Church. Before the church was built they met in a home 
for services. My father was church school superintendent for about forty 
years. Mother was always active in church and taught a Sunday School 
class. We lived about 2 miles away but regardless of weather they took 
their "brood" to church. This little church, that stands on a knoll sur¬ 
rounded by trees, looks down on the town of Seebert. It will always be 
very dear to me. Our daughter Jean has warm memories here, too, as she 
stayed with her grand-parents a lot during the summer months and attended 
church with them. 

Eliza Auldridge passed away May 20, 1945 and is buried in the Marlinton 
Cemetery. After mother's death, my father lived in our home most of his 
reoaining 23 years. He never lost interest in life or his church. He is 
buried beside mother and my brother Lake, in the Marlinton Cemetery.
